The United States was 
flying 10 or more C-119 Flying 
Boxcar cargo planes from Ja- 
pan to help break the Commu- 
nist blockade on the Quemoy 
islands. 

The first three planes of a 
16-plane squadron arrived to- 
day. An Air Force spokesman 
es ed the C-119s would be 
able to land 900 tons of sup- 
plies on the Quemoys daily by 
parachute—more than enough 
to meet Quemoy’s needs. 

Being Readied for Flight. 

The twin-engine, light tacti- 
cal B-57s, fashioned after the 
basic design of Britain’s Can- 
berras, are being prepared for 
flight at the air trae already 
bristling with the fastest jet 
fighter planes in the world, 
Smith reported. 

In Washington, the Defense 
Department said that the 
United States is giving Nation- 
alist China two RB-57 jets, 
reconnaissance versions of the 
planes. 

The Department said that 
the RB-57s reported as having 
arrived in Formosa apparently 
are the ones that had been 
scheduled “for some time” for 
the Nationalist air force. 

The B-57s can carry a 5000- 
pound bomb load including 
atomic or conventional bombs. 

Their 2000-mile range would 
permit them to reach almost 
the center of China without 
aerial refuelling. 

The bombers cruise at more 
than 500 miles an hour and can 
fly more than eight miles 
above the earth, above the 
reach of Soviet-built MIG-17 
jet fighters. 

Smith also reported that a 
squadron of F-104 Starfighters 
brought here from the United 
States last month was almost 
100 per cent operational. 


A spokesman, commenting on 
the bombers, said, “you can be 
sure they are in the Formosa 
area as part of the composite 
air tactical force deployed to 
the western Pacific.”

3.—New breeding practices, 
since it has been proved that 
tenderness of beef is inherited. 


4—The use of atomic ra- 
diation to kill bacteria (don’t 
worry, neither the food nor the 
persons who consume it would 
become radio-active, we were 
assured) so that meat could be 
kept without refrigeration, or 
the use of lower levels of ir- 
ratiation to extend the life of 
pre-packaged meats kept under 
refrigeration.

A Report 
On the Meat 
Situation 


ONE OF THE most informa- 
tive meetings of last week's 
Food Editors Conference was 
a panel discussion on meat 
which gave us behind-the- 
scenes answers to several 
questions which have been 


Panel members were Vernon 
Schwaegerie, Director of Edu- 
eation and Information for the. 
American Meat Institute; Hom- 
er Davison, President of the 
Institute and Chairman of the 
Planning Committee for the 
National Food Conference; 
Bernard S. Schweigert, Di- 
rector of Research and Educa- 
tion for the American Meat 
Institute Foundation located on 
the campus of the University 
of Chicago, and Burns Roper, 
of Elmo 
Roper. 

If you have felt that the 
prices of meat have risen more 
sharply within the past year 
than the prices of other com- 
modities, you are quite right. 
They have, according to Davi- 
son, who went on to explain 
that this increase merely 
means that meat has now 
caught up with the increase on 
other foods. 

The reason is a drop in pro- 
duction due to the drought in 
the Southwest two or three 
years ago. - 

As for prospects of meat 
supply, the months between 
now and the first _S a year 
expected oo ae an in- 

in avali flity “a high- 
ity “i with less than 
normal supplies of lower 
quality. 

On the basis of a longer- 
range forecast, pork supplies 
are expected to increase con- 
siderably with some improve- 
ment in the supply of lambs, 
but.Davison feels there will be 
a relative shortage of beef 
until the autumn of 1960. 

This is unhappy news for 
most of us, since Americans 
definitely are “beefeaters.”

Where the Power Lies 


Chiang Kai-shek may be incredulous and 
his government may officiaHy reject Secre- 
tary Dulles’s suggestion for reducing the 
garrisons on Quemoy, but the essential fact 
of the situation is that the United States can 
enforce such a decision if it chooses to do so, 

Chiang and his government made exactly 
the same protestations whefi they were being 
“persuaded” to evacuate the Tachen islands 
in 1955, but the Tachen islands were evac- 
uated. Quemoy and Matsu are no more ap- 
propriate sites for Nationalist outposts than 
the Tachens were. It is a great tragedy that 
between 1955 and 1958 our Government not 
only failed to insist on Chiang’s relinquishing 
them, but actually collaborated in his rein- 
forcement of them. . 


Understandably enough, the Nationalists 
are now somewhat bitter because Mr. Dulles 
and President Eisenhower describe that re- 
inforcement as “rather foolish.” This is the 
proper description for the Quemoy buildup 
all the same. Had Mr. Dulles and the Presi- 
dent added that they were as foolish to per- 
mit it as Chiang was to do it, their criticism 
would carry a little more grace. But some- 
how pointing out the errors of others always 
comes easier than pointing out one’s own. In 
any case, the Eisenhower Administration in 
now agreeing that the buildup was “foolish” 
must be assumed to agree that it was foolish 
because it was provocative. 

Having tolerated the buildup, our govern- 
ment can now refuse to tolerate it—in other 
words, give Chiang firmly to understand that 
the military potential of the islands must 
be reduced. But will this be enough to end 
the crisis? Will the Communists accept a 
partial withdrawal which leaves still in dis- 
pute the ultimate fate of the coastal islands? 

Naturally, we hope so. It is always better 
to have guns silenced than booming. But 
American policy in our opinion would be on 
stronger footing if it went beyond merely 
making the minimum concessions necessary 
to muddle through the crisis, and strove for 
settlements which would permanently improve 
the situation. 

The United States urgently needs a long- 
range policy for the Formosa area that is 
based, as Adlai Stevenson put it, not on 
mythology but on a cold appraisal of our 
national interests. Mr. Stevenson, in his 
speech at Los Angeles, made great good sense 
in drawing the lines of such a policy: evac- 
uation of Quemoy and Matsu; a cease-fire in 
the Formosa strait; renunciation of the use 
of force against either Formosa or the China 
mainland; and a United Nations declaration 
reserving ultimate disposition of the island 
for decision by the people of Formosa under 
U.N. supervision. 

If the new tone.of comments by the Presi- 
dent and Mr. Dulles indicates they are mov- 
ing toward such a policy the country will 
be gratified. Unfortunately it has been Mr. 
Dulles’s habit in nearly every crisis to be 
satisfied with just scraping through that 
crisis, and letting the next one take care of 
itself. 


Missouri’s Jimmy Wilson Law 


Much has been heard lately of the Jimmy 
Wilson case in Alabama, but how many Mis- 
sourians know that Missouri law also permits 
the death penalty for robbery? 

Wilson, a 55-year-old Negro, was convicted 
of robbing an elderly widow of $1.95 and 
sentenced to death. There is not much ques- 
tion that he would have gone to the electric 
chair had not a storm of outraged opinion 
built up throughout the world. Gov. Folsom 
then commuted the death sentence to life 
imprisonment. 

It is difficult to conceive of a Jimmy Wilson 
case happening in Missouri, but so long as 
Missouri law permits the death penalty for 
robbery with a deadly weapon, it is possible 
that some person might be sentenced to death 
for a $1.95 robbery. Should not that law be 
changed? 


In a Great Tradition 


Interior Secretary Seaton could hardly. have 
taken a better subject for his address at Co- 
lumbia, Mo., in connection with the fiftieth 
anniversary of the founding of the University 
of Missouri School of Journalism, than that 
noble American, transplanted from Germany, 
Carl Schurz. One of the most enlightened of 
secretaries of the Department of the Interior, 
Schurz will always be remembered for his 
humane treatment of the Indians, his vigilance 
in protecting the public domain and the start 
of the National Park Service. His editorial 
leadership for public causes on the Detroit 
Post, the St. Louis Westliche Post, the New 
York Evening Post and Harpers Weekly 
made Schurz’s reputation sure in the history 
of American journalism long before 1900. 

In 1897 the pioneer battler for civil service 


-and peaceful settlement of international dis- 


putes made an address which he called “A Ger- 
man-America’s Credo.” With slight changes, 
such as substituting “Southern politics” for 
“German politics,” it bears directly on the 
situation in Arkansas and Virginia today. 
Here is what he said, with these adjustments: 
This is our land. Its welfare is our wel- 
fare. Its honor is our honor. Its greatness 
is our greatness. Its future is our future. 

Our freedom ates in the freedom of all. 

In this Republic there can be no Southern 
polities, and I believe that I represent the 
opinion of my comrades of Southern descent 
when I say that in this Republic there shall 
be no Southern or other sectional politics 
which sets itself above the nation. 

Carl Schurz represented Missouri in the 
Senate from 1869 to 1875. That is nearly 90 
years ago, yet his is a record of public serv- 
ice — military, legislative, executive — that 
shines to this day. President Eisenhower's 
Secretary of the Interior honors himself in 
honoring Carl Schurz. 


Not an Optional Extra 


As the 1959-model automobiles appear, the 
prospective purchaser can look for a price 
tag on a car and expect to find it. Congress 
passed a new Automobile Information Dis- 
closure Act which takes effect with the new 
models. It requires a sticker showing the 
manufacturer's “suggested” retail price, or 
list price. 

Of what advantage is this information to 
the consumer? First, the price tag makes it 
difficult for auto dealers to ce their 
familiar “price pack” deceit. With the price 
pack, a dealer would quote a price on a car 
loaded with optional and often unwanted ex- 
tra equipment. This packed price gave the 
dealer bargaining room to lower his price

Missile Rivalry at Its Worst

The man who should know more about the 
whole missiles program than anyone, Secre- 
tary of Defense McElroy, departed on Satur- 
day for a tour of overseas bases. A few hours 
before he left, Mr. McElroy said flatly that a 
choice between Jupiter and Thor as a basic 
IRBM would be made soon after his return 
in November. Yet the very next day at the 
AFA convention reports spread that Thor had 
been chosen. As a Chicago Tribune dispatch 
expressed it, “Air Force brass exuded con- 
fidence that the long and bitter interservice 
rivalry had been resolved by the Pentagon 
in favor of Thor.” 

This was reminiscent of the way in which 
the Air Force announced, a few hours after 
Secretary McElroy had departed on another 
trip to Europe, that it was going to set up 
its own outer space agency. Shortly before, 
Secretary McElroy had announced the pro- 
gram for setting up the Advanced Research 
Projects Agency with no one service having 
a monopoly. Deputy,Secretary of Defense 
Donald A. Quarles promptly countered the 
Air Force announcement in this case. 


There have been indications that the Thor- 
Jupiter rivalry has reached harmful propor- 
tions. Secretary McElroy himself said that 
the race has cost the taxpayers an extra 
$100,000,000 in duplieate effort. The com- 
petitive struggle between the two services 
and between the aircraft industry and other 
heavy industry has been marked by stealth, 
mystery and bitterness. The Jupiter, for in- 
stance, suffered a six-month delay in reach- 
ing the production line for no apparent reason 
except to permit the Thor to catch up.. 


The Air Force several times tried to shut 
out the Jupiter, asserting that it was hand- 
tooled and its production could not be ac- 
celerated. The Army contended that develop- 
ment of Jupiter under the noted Wernher 
von Braun and the arsenal system was su- 
perior to a system tied to a private industry. 
And on the‘strength of the test firings thus 
far of both missiles, Jupiter appears to have 
a better record than Thor. 

The rivalries, the smoke screens and the 
rumors that have marked the Thor-Jupiter 
competition can only serve to create a feel- 
ing of uneasiness and even suspicion. Is the 
final decision going to be based entirely and 
only on the merits of the two missiles? Isn't 
it possible to see that other missiles are chosen 
without duplicating the Thor-Jupiter story? 


Three Years After Salk Vaccine 
How easy it is for people to forget the need 

for inoculation against polio is illustrated in 

Detroit, where the disease once again is hit- 


ting hard. The city’s 1958 case load now- 


stands at 499 with 16 deaths. The percentage 
of paralytic cases is higher than usual. The 
city health department reports that the dis- 
ease probably would not have spread as it 
has if a large proportion of the population 
had received their three injections of Salk 
vaccine. In the first two days of this week the 
city clinics have given 21,000 shots. Detroit's 
experience should serve as a warning to all 
areas where the recent lower incidence of 
polio has caused many persons to forget its 
ravages. 


Illinois and Its Judiciary 

Would the Judicial Amendment which 
comes before Illinois voters Nov. 4 destroy 
the independence of the state’s judiciary, and 
reduce it to a feeble arm of the legislative 
branch? This was the heart of the attack on 
the “blue ballot” proposition delivered by 
Former Supreme Court Judge Floyd E. 
Thompson at Alton last week. In our judg- 
ment, Judge Thompson does not prove his 
case. 


Judge Thompson argues that the Legisla- 
ture would dominate the courts because the 
“blue ballot” amendment empowers the Legis- 
lature to fix the length of terms for judges. 

He offers learned arguments to support 
the view that without constitutionally fixed 
terms of office the judiciary connot be pro- 
tected from legislative invasion. 

The Legislature's power over judicial terms, 
however, would not be unlimited. One sec- 
tion of the amendment specifically provides 
that the terms of a sitting judge could not 
be reduced before its expiration. Thus the 
Legislature could scarcely punish a particular 
judge by reducing his term, and if it could 
not do that how could it dominate the 
judiciary? 

Another safeguard has been pointed out 
by two of the legislative sponsors of the 
blue ballot amendment—Senator W. Russell 
Arrington of Evanston and Former Senator 
William J. Lynch of Chicago. They note that 
Section 11 of the amendment provides that 
all changes in the selection of judges and 
their tenure would require a referendum of 
voters. Since “tenure” embraces terms of 
office, they argue that those terms could not 
be changed except by legislative action plus

That Describes Any American Metropolis; Los Angeles Seeks Cure for It

Eighty-four million persons, ac- 
cording to a recent survey, reside 
in American communities designated 
as metropolitan areas, and nearly 
three tenths of the total American 
population live in fourteen of the 
largest metropolitan areas.

Los Angeles has undergone many 
attempts to establish a borough sys- 
tem.’ Today it has charter authority 
to form boroughs, and the Constitu- 
tion of California now authorizes a 
borough system of municipal govern- 
ment. 

“I feel that there should be a con- 
solidated city and county govern- 
ment,” Judge Bowron says, “but 
shudder to think what we would 
have if the entire county was ad- 
ministered by a single board. I sug- 
gest that the central or over-all city 
and county government be strictly 
legislative rather than administrative 
and that such a board should deal 
only with problems area-wide in 
scope.” 

Among such functions would be 
public safety and such public works 
as are of their very nature of con- 
cern to the entire area. There should 
be a single police administration, ac- 
cording to Bowron, including all 
peace officers in the various local 
jurisdictions. There should be an 
over-all administration of fire pre- 
vention and fire fighting. 

By all odds, he believes, there 
should be an over-all planning, 
guarding the public health, and car- 
ing for ill, poor and delinquent per- 
sons. Social services could well be 
centralized. The assessment of prop- 
erty and the collection of taxes is 
an over-all function, but Bowron 
would have only those municipal or 
county services of general public 
benefit paid for out of general funds 
of the metropolitan area, Part of 
the taxes, grants, subsidies, and 
other revenue might be apportioned 
among the divisions of metropoli- 
tan government. 

Within the borough, Bowron pro- 
poses, the people should elect their 
own representatives. One full-time 
official might be called the borough 
president, while members of the 
local board might consist of business 
and professional men or housewives. 
As most sixth-class cities are or- 


ganized, the borough board would 
have one weekly meeting. Basically 
each borough would be a unit for ., 
administration. 


The borough board could make 
expenditures for local benefit. Each 
would get as much as it should from 
the over-all governmental appropria- 
tion based on population and need, 
but many local improvements could 
be financed as at present by im- 
provement districts. 


The borough board would deter- 
mine what services and public works 
should be provided besides those sup- 
plied for the whole city and county. 


While a borough form of govern- 
ment is among the commonest pro- 
posals for metropolitan Los Angeles, 
Robert W. Kenny—Attorney-General 
of California from 1943 to 1947— 
feels that it would, not work. “We 
used to have Denver and San Fran- 
cisco held up as. soteworthy exam- 
ples of borough planning,” he says, 

~ “but. they have 
'-Tow outgrown 
their usefulness. 
Denver has spread 
out into Arapahoe 
eounty, Colo., and 
San Francisco has 
covered the pen- 
insula.” 

Kenny recom- 
mends functional, 
rather than polit- 
ical, consolidation. 
Under this plan 
the county could contract at whole- 
sale rates for various services per- 


formed by cities within its boun- 
daries, 


Kenny's ehief opposition to a bor- 
ough form is that it would impose 
more boundaries and more units in 
government; New York City, he says, 
is a case in point. The former At- 
torney-General sees Los Angeles go- 
ing too far towards decentralization 
in government operation; the bor- 
ough proposal on the local ballot in 
1956, he believes, was defeated prin- 
cipally because it would have super- 
imposed another entity of govern- 
ment, which the majority of the peo- 
ple did not desire.

Downtown Garages. 


Plans for construction of two 
large parking garages in the 
downtown area are in process 
because no residential property 
is involved and because any 
potential lack of revenue suf- 
ficient to retire revenue bonds 
is being underwritten by down- 
town merchants, he said. 

In outlying areas, residential 
property would have to be ac- 
quired for parking facilities, 
and this is difficult to assemble 
without the power to condemn, 
he declared. 

Without authority to use 
parking meter funds to help 
retire bonds issued on these 
acquisitions and improvements, 
he told the meeting, it would 
be impossible to sell bonds for 
parknig facilities because po- 
tential revenues are so low as 
to make the purchase of these 
bonds too great a risk. 

Some assistance could be 
Ziven the outlying business 
areas by the city if all parking 
meter funds were confined to 
traffic and parking facility 
uses, he said. 

This could be done without 
changes in the state legislation, 
he added. “Unfortunately, the 
Board of Aldermen last year 
diverted all parking meter 
fgnds to the general operating 
purposes of the city,” he said, 
“and this year it has diverted 
a sizebale portion to general 
purposes.” 


Can't Ignore Needs. 


He declared the the city can- | 
not ignore parking needs in | 


areas in which private park- | 
ing facility operators show no | 
interest, such as in outlying 
shopping areas. 

“We can all agree that off- 
street parking facilities are 
the ultimate solution to park- 
ing problems in neighborhood 
shopping areas,” he stated, 
“but general tax funds of the 
city should not be used for 
this.” 

He said the administration 
would renew efforts to obtain 
aldermanic approval of a pro- | 
posal to appoint an off-street 
parking director to make a 
study of parking problems 
throughout the entire city and 
to eake recommendations for 
buiiding and financing these 
facilities.

NEW YORK, Oct. 2 (AP). 

WOMEN generally outlive their husbands, says Nancye 
B. Staub, trust officer of a New Jersey bank, and they 
should learn how to be financially reliant. 

“You must realize,” the woman banker adds, “that 
the roof over your head isn’t permanent unless some pro- 
vision has been made to take care of the mortgage in the 
event of his death.” 

There are a number of ways to do this, Mrs. Staub 
says.. “Term insurance is one. A plan that reduces with 
the mortgage is the most popular. Under this plan the 
largest part of the payments are made during the years 
when the husband’s income can meet the payments. If 
he doesn’t live out the insurance term, the mortgage is 
paid off when he dies.” 


On out of every two women who become 
widows can expect to live 20 or more years, Mrs.9 
Staub says, and she strongly urges all women to 
have basic business education. 


“If they dori't use it in actual business later,” she 
points out, “they can use it in everyday life— just doing 
budgets at home or learning how to make good use of 
surplus cash.” 

It’s a great mistake for a husband to keep his wife in 
ignorance of his finances, Mrs. Staub says, and she offers 
the following suggestions to wives: 

. If you’ve had no previous business experience, learn 
how your husband handles family budget matters. Keep 


_ the family checking account. Ask your husband to point 


out how he takes care of these matters. 

Learn a job you can fall back on. There is great 
security in knowing you can make your own way. A job 
can keep your mind active, too, during trying days after 
: eee to know the people who take care of your family’s 
finances — insurance men, stockbrokers, lawyers, and the 
trust officer of your husband’s bank. 

Be sure your husband's will is up to date. Changes 
in the estate, the, family group, and tax and other laws 
make it important. 

Put extra money for emergencies in a separate savings 
or checking account at your local bank. 

Pressure your husband to put down in writing what 
to do in a crisis just in case you ‘heed to know some day.

Joseph D. Lohman Overhauled Huge Jail, Launched Juvenile Delinquency Prevention Program

JOSEPH D. LOHMAN star- 
tled a jaded Chicago with his 
war on crime in Cook county, a 
job that many termed hopeless 


At the same time, he tackled 
another ambitious, seemingly 
hopeless project for which no 
money was available: Overhaul- 
ing the archaic. program at 
Chicago’s festering, long-ex- 
ploited Cook county jail. 
Opened in 1929 with a cell 
capacity of 1302, the old stone 
structure today houses up to 
2400. And its annual turnover 
is the size of a small city— 
13,000 persons. 


Though originally intended 
only for temporary detention, 
it is now the nation’s tenth 
largest jail-prison, with two- 
thirds of its prisoners serving 
sentences, and eight awaiting 
execution. Men, women, boys, 
girls—all are among its inmate 
population. Formerly, there 
was no segregation by age, type 
of offense, or health deficien- 
cies as serious as active tuber- 
culosis. In the absence of jail 
uniforms, inmates wore their 
owt clothing for their entire 
stay, then the same garments 
when finally released, with just 
a handshake and 25 cents for 
carfare. 


“Joe,” one of Lohman’s 
predecessors told him after the 
election, “take my advice. Nev- 
er visit the jail. I went there 
only twice; once to get the 
keys, and again to give ‘em 
back.” 

The professor, however, was 
convinced a riot might break 
out at any time, but also that 
Chicago actually was operat- 
ing the largest post-graduate 
school for crime in the coun- 
try as the jail was then consti- 
tuted. Five weeks. after he 
took office, a jail trustee was 
caught smuggling whisky to 
inmates who had $100 bills in 
their pockets. A week later. 
Lohman was told narcotics 
were being passed among pris- 
oners. Immediately, he fired 
one guard and suspended four 
others. A few days later, three 
jail guards turned up wearing 
identical badges numbered 189. 
Then, a further check showed 
15 of the guards had prison 
records! 

Within two months, Lohman 
had to fire 40 members of the 
jail staff, including the ward- 
en, whom he charged “did not 
send one single order of mine 
through the chain of command 
to tighten security." Lohman 
issued new stars and shields 
for all jail employes and from 
that day forward forbade the 
carrying of badges outside. 
Two electronic “friskers” were 
installed. Maximum security 
prisoners were moved from the 
regular tier. Prisoners were 
rehoused according to age and 
severity of offense. For the 
first time, active TB and vene- 
real disease cases were segre- 
gated. For the first time, there 
was outdoor recreation in a 
newly-cleared yard between six 
cell blocks. A vocational train- 
ing program was expanded: 
daily mail deliveries inaugu- 
rated; and clothing collected in 
community drives was distrib- 
uted to help alleviate the no- 
uniform situation. 

Without extra money, 
did Lohman do this? 

He squeezed fat from the 
budget his predecessors had 


how 


set up and diverted the “over- 
age” into jail reforms. He or- 
ganized prisoners — most of 
whom were most willing to 
effect improvements — into 
committees to help make need- 
ed changes. But most of all, 
he persuaded professors, doc- 
tors, ministers, and just ordi- 
nary persons to help out in 
various ways. Teams of North- 
western University psycholo- 
gists and doctors began a nar- 
cotics and alcoholism therapy 
program. A 50-bed hospital 
division, first one of any type 
at the massive jail, also was 
set up. 


Far from satisfied, Lohman 
continued his public trumpet- 
ings about the jail’s shortcom- 
ings (“the worst single menace 
to law and order in the city”). 
He badgered a three-member 
committee of judges who allo- 
cate appropriations under Cook 
county’s antiquated financing 
system into providing 55 more 
guards. He called a day-long 
conference at which nationally 
known authorities gladly ap- 
peared to yoice their sugges- 
tions and evaluations. And he 
obtained introduction of a bill 
in the state legislature, still 
not acted upon, for a Cook 
County Department of Correc- 
tions, which would eliminate 
such farcial situations as sep- 
arately-operated city and coun- 
ty jails next to one another. 


“The 3000 county jails and 
more than 2000 city jails and 
lockups in this country are 
the most critical penal prob- 
lems facing Americans,” Loh- 
man contends. “More than 
three-fourths of the inmates 
are destined to come back 
again and again — is ‘that 
economy or rehabilitation?” 


Joseph D. Lohman was born 
Jan. 31, 1910, in New York 
City, the som of a gasoline sta- 
tion operator who moved with 
his family to Denver shortly 
thereafter. Lohman’s father, 
Isaac, never attended college, 
but having “reverence for the 
scholar” sent his son to Den- 
ver University. There, Lohman, 
at first an engineering or law 
prospect, switched to sociology 
and criminology and got his de- 
gree in 1931. A fellowship for 
his M.A. at the University of 
Wisconsin and a graduate fel- 
lowship at the University of 
Chicago brought him a niche 
from which he has seldom 
strayed: Study of juvenile de- 
linquency, race relations, and 
criminology. 


After marrying his former 
high school sweetheart, Fern 
Campbell, Lohman spent five 
years as a senior research so- 
ciologist at the nation’s oldest 
child guidance clinic, the Insti- 
tute for Juvenile Research. At 
the same time he studied gangs 
on a Rockefeller Foundation 
grant, then at 29 became an 
associate proféssor of sociology 
at the University of Chicago. 


SINCE, attempting to be a 
“doer” rather than a “viewer- 
with-alarm,” his work has in- 
cluded: -consultant on commu- 
nity relations to the Kellogg 
Foundation; associate director 
of human relations for the Ju- 
lius Rosenwald Fund: labor

the National War Labor Board; 
consultant to the United States 
Department of the Interior; 
chairman (under Harry Tru- 
man) and member (under 
President Eisenhower) of the

Atop 
all. this, he has utilized his 
professional reputation to ob- 
tain radio-TV time even a gov- 
ernor might envy: 52 weeks of 
“The Sheriff Reports” on the 
ABC-TV outlet; two 26-week 
series, “Searchlights on Delin- 
quency” and “Community of 
the Condemned,” on the city’s 
educational TV channel. Most 
recently, he taught a Univer- 
sity of Chicago credit TV 
course on crime on the ABC- 
TV outlet, and performed a 
Sunday afternoon narcotics 
and alcoholism series, “Sha- 
dows of the City,” on the NBC- 
TV station. 


His sojourn in politics, how- 
ever, has been no extended 
honeymoon. Friction with Chi- 
cago’s 8000-man police force, 
whose territory actually is his 
jurisdiction, too, (although he 
generally stays out of it) has 
been inevitable. Old-line ward 
heelers aren't fond of his 
selective patronage policy. And, 
during one of Chicago's most 
publicized murder cases of re- 
cent years, political opponents 
(including some within his own 
party) apparently attempted to 
mousetrap him by feeding evi- 
dence quietly to the Chicago 
police only, restricting crime 
laboratory findings, and dis- 
crediting the confession Loh- 
man obtained from a Skid Row 
dishwasher (who was set free

by the state’s attorney). The 
1957 slaying, involving two 
teen-age sisters named Grimes 
whose bodies were found in 
unincorporated (Lohman). ter- 
ritory, still is not solved, 
Whether “the professor” or 
others bungled is still a sub- 
ject of dispute. 

LOHMAN, quite logically, 
would like to build on his 
new-found experience in 
politics to advance to bigger 
things. Public apathy toward 
the things he does best, how- 
ever (jail reforms, delinquency 
prevention, limiting favoritism) 
may be a handicap. Possessed 
of a businesslike, even cool, 
personality, Lohman has been 
lauded by such as ex-FBI agent 
Virgil Peterson, who heads the 
Chicago Crime Commission, as 
the “best sheriff in my 16-year 
tenure.” But, by law, he can- 
not succeed himself, and now- 
adays the ability to project, 
and stir mass emotions, is ap- 
parently indispensable. 


The most unusual county of- 
ficial Chicago has ever seen is 
now at the political crossroads. 
Last winter, it appeared the 
mayor and other party regu- 
lars had decided he would be 
better off back in the class- 
room. Byt Lohman and influ- 
ential admirers fought such 
plans, stressing in smoke-filled 
room sessions that he controls 
some 250,000 votes of inde- 
pendents, suburbanites, and 
University of Chicago area 
Democrats; that should he run 
as an wunindorsed Democrat, 
his vote would split party

indulges in no golf days or 
other war-chest builders, 
friends’ efforts and testimonial 
dinners had raised $50,000 for 
his campaign for the $15,000- 
a-year sheriff's job and a mail 
order executive could guar- 
antee $350,000 with no strings 
attached for a statewide cam- 
paign. 

Lohman won slating as can- 
didate for state treasurer, re- 
ceived the Democratic nomi- 
nation last April, and now 
faces a major hurdle: He must 
win his first statewide cam- 
paign, or retire at least tem- 
porarily from his foray into 
politics. 

In any case, Chicago's egg- 
head sheriff believes he has 
proved some things about the 
off-doubted practicality of text- 
book ideas (they work). Also, 
about what one non-conformist 
can do in a machine city in an 
office of bad repute (he made 
his jurisdiction “legit” and 
helped nominate a successor to 
keep it so for at least another 
term). And, if Lohman wins 
the election, he'll be in a posi- 
tion to prove some more points 
by contending for the gover- 
norship in 1960 or a mayoral 
nomination three years later. 

The professor, in fact, may 
never go back to class!

Now there are a lot of fancy 
‘things you can do with a quail, 
but the best thing you can do 
is roast it. Like this. Over each 
little bird put a slice of bacon. 
Put some butter in the bottom 
of the pan and shove them in 
a 450-degree oven. After five 
minutes, reduce the heat about 
300 degrees and bake them for 
another 25 minutes, basting 
them from time to time in 
their own drippings. If you 
want to, you can make some 
brown gravy from the drip- 
pings and serve it along with 
the birds. 


If you want something. a 
little fancier, you can do it 
the French way. Make an ordi- 
nary stuffing but add a few 

chopped fhushrooms. Sew the

When the butter is 
hot put in the quail and brown 
them just enough to color 
them on all sides.

Sprinkle them 
with Tokay wine, and put i-- 
side each bird a half clove of 
garlic, one whole clove, a table- 
spoon of chopped parsley, two 
tablespoons of chopped celery 
leaves and one thin slice of 
lemon, seeded and chopped. 
Now combine a cup of Tokay 
wine and.a cup of chicken 
stock. Into this put six slices of 


onion, two tablespoons of | 


chopped mushrooms, and a 
fourth of a teaspoon of salt. 
Put the pheasant in a roasting 
pan and cover each one with a 
thin sheet of fat pork. Pour on 
the sauce. Roast the birds in a 
moderate oven for 45 minutes, 
basting frequently. 

When you take them out, 
strain the pan gravy. Add three 
tablespoons of red currant jelly 
to it, heat it again and serve it 
on the side.
